An Organ ought, 
doubtless, to last ‘much: longor than 23 
years in a good climate, but, besides tho 
fact that the mistake scoms to have boon 
made in the first’ instance. of selecting 2 
cheap instrument, in 1860 makers knew 
even lean than thoy do-now about guarding 
against the offect uf tropical heat and dap. 
Moreover, by the-unforttinnte choking up. of 
a roof sutter during atyphoon some years 
ago, the interior of the Organ pier then 
beginning (o break up) was deluged with 
water. bs Ste . 

It is .proposcd to givo the order. to 
Messrs. Warxen & Sons, who have just 
successfully erected a line Organ at Shang: 
hai, and whose representative hae himself 
acen the damage (incredible to the work- 
man who has never. been out-of England) 
which years of this climate aro capable of 0

The cost of an Organ suited to the 
Cathedral, laid down in Hongkong, and 
including :the éxpensca of a skilled work~ 
Ina to come out and put it up, is estimated 
at £2,000, say $12,000. This sum will not 
bo regarded as extravagant if it is borne 
‘in mind that ‘pipes which in England are 
made of deal, glued together, have, for the 
East, to ba made of mahogany, secured 
with brass screws, everything else being 
similorly modified. An Organ so prepared 
should last, with proper care and oceasional
